Conſidering this ſe- 
vere Sentence pronounced in St. Matthew, chap. 25th. to prevent the diſe 
mal execution thereof, every perſon, who hath Ability to put his knrow-. 
ledge in practice, is.inexcuſable, if he hides thoſe Tallents; and therefore 
ſhou'd Improve em to the beſt Advantage. And can ſuch Perſons do it 

better, than by promoting ſuch a Coinage, and thereby have it in their 
power to perform thoſe neceſſary Duties required of every Chriſtian? And 
thoſe that have been ſuch good and pious Benefactors to their diſtreſſed Bre- 
thren, what Comfort will it afford them in a dying Hour!

T HE. vaſt quantity of Raps in this Kingdom, and the inconceivable 
Laſs the Nation ſuſtains, and Miſeries of the POOR by means thereof, is 
another very proper Conlideration, to ſnew that a lawful Coinage of Half-. 
pence and Farthings there in, is of abſolute neceflity : For the King's Coin 
being thus Counterfeited, and made into Baſe, Courſe, Adulterated Met- 
tal, Caſt in Molds of Sand; and Lead and Copper mixed together, and 
probably all the valuable Mettal that can be had, or brought from other 
Countries, corrupted, waſted, and conſumed by means thereof, is a great - 
Impoſition on the Crown and the Subjects, and occaſions great Miferies 
and Wants to the Numerous poor Families and Objects in the Kingdom, And 
if the Queſtion were put, Whoſe Image is on that pretended Coin? it cou'd not 
be ſaid to be Cæſars, but on the contrary, might rather, and with as great 
a Truth, be affirm'd to be Judas. 

T H O' the Difficulties of the Kingdom are ſo exceeding great for want 
of ſmall Change, yet *tis highly neceſſary for the Nation to refuſe this 
Counterfeit Coin, leſt that before the next Srr rid of ParLiament (if alaws 
ſul Coinage is not ſet on Foot in the Kingdom) there may be Barrels or
